LAY KEELPLATE OF 


HITS WARSHIF

LONDON—The keelplate of H. 


M. S. 


| Thunderer, the first vessel of the kind to 


be built on the Thames, has been laid. 


/At the shipbuilding yard of the Thames 


ironworks at Canning Town, the simple 
but impressive ceremony was performed 
by the wife of the chairman of the com- 
pany. The laying of a keelplate is not a 
very “picturesque” ceremony, but on this 
occasion it meant a great deal to the 
hundreds of workmen close at hand. The 
building of the Thunderer will provide 
occupation for some 2000 men for two 
years, and the cost of the vessel is to be 
nearly two millions sterling. The dis- 
placement of this great battleship is to 
be 22,500 tons, her speed is estimated at

The spruce must be 
reduced to pulp before exportation, or 
converted into paper; and other cuttings 
must be manufactured into deals, boards 
or any article of An in- 
crease of $2 per square mile has been 
decided upon, for the annual rental of 
limits—-bringing the rental up te $5, but 
this change will not come into effect un- 
til Sept. 1.

The Stars and Stripes floated above 
the royal palaces Monday for the first 
time in the history of Denmark, and ex- 
President Roosevelt, in the absence of 
King Frederick in southern France, is the 
guest of Crown Prince Christian, one of 
the palaces being placed at the disposi- 
tion of Mr. Roosevelt and Sis family. 

The prince, presiding at ealinner Mon- 
day afternoon, as the King’s representa- 


tive, thanked Mr. Roosevelt for coming to | 
| this court, and proposed his toast, which 
| was responded to by those around the 


who included the leading per- 
sonages in the kingdom, in court, parlia- 
mentary and scholarty life. Mr. Roose- 
velt in reply said that he had received 


a cordial message from the King and 


thanked the prince for his hospitality. 
He then proposed a toast to the King 
and the royal famly of Denmark. 

Colonel] Roosevelt’s trunks had been 
delayed, and he was obliged to dine in 
morning dress.

William A. Graustein of the Boston 
Dairy Company and John Alden of the 
Oak Grove Dairy Company have said 
that it is the custom of the contractors 
to receive considerably more milk than 
is necessary to supply the needs of their 
customers, the excess of which is made 
into butter, cheese, condensed milk, ete.

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AT BOSTON THEATERS. 
Shubert—“Herod.” 

William Faversham appeared Monday 
evening at the Shubert theater in 
Ktephen Phillips’ “Herod,” a tragedy in 
blank verse. “Herod” was seen for the 
first time on any stage Oct. 31, 1900, in 
London, Sir Herbert Beerbohm 
Tree presented it at His Majesty's the- 
ater, London. The play ran for several 
months, and was the London dramatic 
event of that season. 

As in no other modern English drama 


when 


in blank verse, “Herod” proved a vibrat- 
ing dramatic structure clothed in ma- 
One has to go back to 
Shakespeare to find another English 
dramatic poét. Browning and Tennyson 
were #0 much more poets than drama- 
fists, that their works seem character- 
less in the glare of the footlights. They 
were beautiful but ineffective the 
theater. 

“Herod” is a profoundly moving drama. 
One tribute paid to the author was not 
-,ithout some foundation. It was Wil- 
liam Archer, the veteran London critic, 
who wrote of Phillips: “Here we have 
the elder Dumas speaking with the voice 
of Milton.” Though this supreme praise 
is not justified by the quality of the 
work as yet done by Phillips, common 
justice requires that it be said the author 
of “Herod” is the only effective English 
poetic dramatist since the Elizabethans. 

Herod the Great from the earliest 
times has been a favorite subject with 
playwrights, especially with the me- 
dieval writers of morality and mystery 
plays. By these writers Herod was al- 
ways pictured as a monster to whom a 
‘personified death came to warn the 
monarch of his crimes, and finally the 
devil comes to claim his own. This was 
the sort of.thing that was popular dur- 
ing the fourteenth and fifteenth cen- 
turies. 

In the British Museum, upward of 
25 plays with Herod as the hero are to 
be found. Among these, Voltaire’s drama 
“Mariamne” is of particular interest. 
Calderon in Spain and several dramatists 
in Germany utilized the theme. Among 
the English plays the first in point of 
time was Lady Elizabeth Carew’s “Mar- 
iam, the Fair Queen of Jewry.” 
play, like Voltaire’s, takes its title from 
Herod's queen, Mariamne, and was pub- 
lished in 1613. All of these old plays 
on the subject were extremely barbaric, 
and so-it was left to Stephen Phillips to 
depict Herod as a reasonable being and 
with some regard to historic facts. 

“Herod” as Stephen Phillips has imag- 
ined and executed it in blank vergé shows 
the ruler of Judea as the husband of 
Mariamne, last of, the Maccabees, whose 
noble blood gave him his throne when she 
became his queen, and shows how his

ruin as man and king was begun by the 


envy of his sister and mother, who were 
jealous of the place Mariamneé occupied 
in the affections of the king. These 
jealous women plot against Mariamne 
and her brother, Aristobulus, whom 
Herod has exalted to the office of high 
_priest. They arouse Herod against his 
brother-in-law, making him fear de- 
thronement. Herod first orders Aristo- 
bulus slain, then causes Mariamne’s 
death. Too late his eyes are opened, 
only to leave him staring in madness. 
Asked “if there remains any hope for 
him at last,” a wise man replies: 
Rest, and a world of leaves, and stealing 
stream 
Or solemn swoon of music may allure 
Homeward the ranging spirit of the king. 
These things avail; but these things are 
of man. 

To me, indeed it seems, who with dim 
eyes : 
Behold this Herod motionless and mute, 
To me it seems that they who grasp the 

world, 

The kingdom and the power and the 
glory, . ‘ 
Must pay with deepest misery of gpirit, 
Atoning unto God for a brief brightness, 

And ever ransom, like this rigid king, 
The outward victory jth inward loss. 
The whole assembled court slowly and 
silently melts away, one or two pausing 
to look at the king, then departing. 
Herod is left alone, motionless. The cur- 
tain creeps down to rise again revealing 


the scene at night with a few pale stars | 


shining in the heavens. Again the cur- 
tain rolls down and up, revealing the 
stricken king standing statue-like in the 
dawning light of a new day. Thus does 
the final curtain hide him from the view, 
and thus the drama ends. 

It may be here interjected for the con- 
solation of persons too sentimental to 
enjoy the poetic exaltation of Herod's 
imagined end that history proves that 
the King lived for nearly 30 years after 
the episodes as related by Phillips. He 
did rebuild the temple of his rhapsody 
and even married again, a wife who, 
oddly enough, was also named Mariamne. 

“Herod” is a drama according to the 
classic Greek tragic models. Oppased to 
the forces of Herod's love for-Mariamne 
are the hates of his mother and sister, 
greedy for power. Herod’s mighty, un- 
governable will then projects the tragedy 


that ends in his own extinction, even as‘ 


Samson crushed himself by pulling down 
the temple upon his enemies. “Herod” 
is a tragedy of. retribution—the inevi- 
table retribution that follows in the 
wake of evil. 

Time was when plays were in blank 
verse, and there has been much specula- 
tion and some doleful headshaking that 
prose now holds the boards. This is of 
course the result of realism, for no one 
would care to hear a modern play where- 
in. stock brokers, policemen, westerners 
and mayhap “hayseeds” spouted iam- 
buses and trochees. But given an an- 
‘cient setting, one of sufficient glamor, 
and verse becomes at once appropriate. 

- Now the verse of Mr. Phillips not only 
reads well, but it plays well, which is

Of the acting in general it may be 
said all pitched their work in too tense 
a key. No tragedy is a tragedy every 
moment. There are commonplaces in 
“Hamlet” and in “Herod” as well. The 
strain was never relieved for an instant 
and so if one admired the sun or the 
breeze it was as though one demanded 
a head on a charger. Thus the agony 
piled on. Mr. Faversham is at present 
most convincing in quiet moments. He 
has tragedy in him but has not as yet 
reached the heights. His voice is noble 
and his personality distinguished, so 
great things may be in store for him. 
aMliss Opp was his antithesis. Her quiet 
moments were hard to find and were 
marred by her explosive utterance and not 
wholly pleasant voice. But these things 
came to her aid in moments of great 
passion and her work was thrilling, in- 
tense. Regal in every look and move- 
ment, one really believed her the last

On the whole, the play possesses great- 
ness. It is a large affair, not to be 
seized and appraised at a glance.

But it is good 
literature and holds its audiences when 
presented. Whether it is sufficiently 
meritorious to draw in future years, 
the future must tell.

“Trelawney of the Wells” has the good 
fortune to be excellently acted; indeed, 
the present cast seems better than the 
original, good though it was. Irene Van- 
brugh agein plays the charming Rose 
Trelawny, and plays with great sweet- 
ness and feeling. Seldom, too, has she 
looked better than in the costume of the 
Fay Davis as the “leading lady” 
of the Olympic makes an admirable con- 
trast to the sweet-natured Trelawny.

Buny, and the demure Maggie in “What 
Every Woman Knows” can scarcely he 
recognized in the inconsequent little lady 
who only remembers she has not “put 
when she is out of work.

FINAL LOUD RECITAL. 

John Hermann Loud gave the last of 
his series of organ recitals for this sea 
son in the First Baptist church, Newton 
Center, on Monday evening. This 
Mr->Loud’s fifty-first recital on the or- 
gan over which he now presides, and two 
hundred and twenty-seventh public re- 
cital. Mr. Loud was by Miss 
Viola Van Orden, mezzo-contralto, in the 
following program: 

Fantasie-overture in D, Garrett; Medi- 
tation in F, Rogers; contralto solo, from 
“Nadeshda,”’ Goring Thomas, Miss Viola 
Van Orden. Sixth sonata in B 
minor, Guilmant; “Eestacy,” Mrs. Beach; 
“Who'll Buy My Lavender,” German; 
Miss Van Orden. Improvisation. Con- 
cert variations on “The Star Spangled 
Banner,” Dudley Buck. 

Miss Van Orden revealed a 
vibrant with color, of dramatic depth 
and power and especially striking in the 
mournful passages in the Thomas number 
for. its tragic somberness. The Beach 
and German numbers mingled abandon, 
pathos and aspiration. 

Mr. Loud played with the creative 
emotional sympathy with the thought 
and intention of the composer that 1s 
the dominating element in the effect his 
art has upon his auditors. One feels 
‘that he is more than interpreting the 
oe 
author’s thought—rather is he collabo- 
rating with him in giving the music a 
new 
intensity peculiar to the nature of the 
performer in his emotional and artistic 
affinity with the composer. 
| This was notable in the Guilmant num- 
‘ber, where Mr. Loud was reliving 
the thoughts of a master with whom he 
had studied the organ, and with whom 
he has an artistic emotional connection 
that always survives between master 
and pupil. 

The improvisation was on a Beethoven 
theme which the organist saw for the 
first time at the beginning of the recital. 
At first there appeared to be a groping 
of the mind in the dark, an effort to 
wrest a giant, intangible shape out of 
a void, but soon the musician obtained 
a firm grasp on his master theme and 
from then on the organist gave 
full-throated voice to the ‘sweep and 
delicacy of his imaginings. 

The effect of this spontaneous crea- 
tion of music is indescribable. It must 
be heard to be in any way appreciated. 
No person in any way interested in music 
should fail to at least on¢e enjoy this ex- 
perience of listening to music in the 
making. Several times during each win- 
ter’s series of ten recitals, Mr. Loud in- 
cludes an improvisation in his program. 
Whether he is playing originally or is 
re-creating the music of others, Mr. 
Loud’s poised abandon to his art is some- 
thing to rejoice over, something that 
everybody should occasionally enjoy, if 
living within a reasonable distance of 
Newton Center.

EXTENSION OF WORK 


GOUNGIL MEMBER 
CANNOT GET FRIEND 
“POSITION IN BOSTON 


Many troubles have been removed from 
the shoulders of the members of the city 
council by a ,decision of Corporation 
Counsel! Babson in which he states clearly 
the position of the members of the coun- 
cil in reference to procuring positions 
for their constituents. According to Mr, 
Babson no person connected in any way 
with the city council can legally apply 
for a position in the city employ for a 
friend nor can they seek the discharge 
or transfer of a person. 

There has been some question among 
the members of the council as to this 
point and Councilman Matthew Hale 
asked the opinion of Mr. Babson which 
reads in part as follows: 

“Neither the city céuncil, nor any 
member or committee, officer or employee 
thereof, shall take part in the employ- 
ment of labor, the making of contracts, 
or the appointment or removal of any 
municipal or county employee. Any per- 
son/ violating the provisions of section 
8 shall be punished by a fine of not 
more than $1000 or by imprisonment for 
not more than one year, or both.” 

The corporation counsel’s reply also 
contained the information that no mem- 
ber of the council may request the head 
of a department to reinstate an employee 
of the department who has been sus- 
pended, and no member of the council 
may ask the head of two departments 
to consent to the transfer of an employee 
in one department to another. 

According to the corporation counsel, 
no member of the council may write and 
give to a pereoit holding a civil service 
rating and seeking municipal employ- 
ment a letter addressed “To whom it 
may concern.” 

The corporation counsel’s reply also 
notifies the council that the body may 
not pass an order requesting the head of 
a department to put its employees on 
‘full time, and no member of the council 
may ask the mayor to do what he cannot 
legally ask the head of a department to 
do. No member of the council may send 
a friend to do what he cannot legally ask 
the department head to do, the reply also 
says. 

Since the new council was organized 
the members have constantly been fol- 
lowed by scores who were seeking city 
positions and who relied on the council- 
men whom they helped to elect to secure 
the jobs for them, and now this difficulty 
for the council members is at an end, \as 
all they will have to do now is to read 
Mr. Babson’s opinion to the would-be city 
employees and the matter will be ended.

The output of new companies in the 
eastern states last month showed a de- 
crease in the total of $117,505,000 com- 
pared with March, but an incre@}e of 
$153,736,100 contrasted with April a 
year avo. In other words, the incorpo- 
rations last month reached a money 
value of $254,085,000. What accounts 
for the falling off as compared with the 
March returns is the fact that the $200,- 
000,000 increase in the American Tele- 
phone & Telegraph Company’s stock 
was represented in the aggregate. Char- 
ters taken out by other companies with 
an individual capital of $100,000 and 
over, including other states than those 
of the East, brought the grand total 
up to $349,886,500, against $473,716,040

has Jed to the protection of interests that have long since ceased to 
he beneficial and have become inimical to the welfare of the American 
people. 

The tariff board has been established for the purpose of 
inquiring into, the whole question of production at home and abroad. 
Its work, if Congress shall enable it to proceed along the lines marked 
out for it by the President, will almost assuredly upset many of the 
favorite theories and arguments of the high protectionists, but, on 
the other hand, it will show where, in specific instances, we might be 
guilty of an economic blunder in removing all tarift safeguards. 

The tariff board will not make the tariff law. It will, however, 
obtain, and practically for the first time, information that will enable 
the American people to determine, in their own interest and 1n the 
interest of universal fair play, how their constitutional representa- 
tives shall frame the law. As the tariff stands today, it 1s by no 
means based altogether on guesswork, but it 1s based largely on the 
statements made by interested parties; and ignorance among the 
people with regard to important facts relating to it is very largely 
responsible for its inequities and its injustice.

Baden-Powell, who has resigned his com- 
mission as lieutenant-general 1n order to carry.it forward thoroughly. 
He will visit the Dominion during the coming summer, and later will 
travel in South Africa, New Zealand and Australia, with the aim of 
perfecting the organization throughout the empire. 

The “father of the boy scouts” is very anxious that his scheme 
should be taken seriously. He desires his young soldiers to learn the 
rudiments of drill, signaling and troop discipline, as well as how to 
cook their own food, to read time by the sun, to fight their way 
through almost impenetrable scrub and to take bravely whatever may 
come. The British hero of Mateking in the Boer war is preparing 
ior England 150,000 boys trained 1n military discipline and tactics 
ready to be called upon by the nation in time of war. Above this, 
however, 1s the making of 150,000 citizens more alert, more capable 
and stancher morally for their enlistment in the boy scouts. 

The motto of the organization is “Be prepared,” and the boy 
scout is prepared for emergencies. In this country the idea has been 
adopted at Springfield, Mass., and Syracuse, N. Y., is getting ready 
to introduce it the coming summer.

| Neutrality | usefulness in time of war, but. rather, with a 
| view to its usefulness in time of peace. Its 
| of the Canal | construction has been undertaken with the 
| principal purpose of creating a great com- 
mercial highway between the Atlantic and 
the Pacific, and not merely for the accommodation of war vessels, or 
to facilitate their passage. All the nations of the earth will be 
welcome to send their shipping through it in time of peace under 
conditions that shall be absolutely impartial. <-In time of war 
between foreign powers the canal will be maintained as a neutral 
waterway. Ail nations at war with other nations, except where the 
United States may be one of the parties involved, will be privileged 
to use the canal freely, subject to the restrictions usually imposed 
by neutral powers. Use of the canal, however, will be denied any 
nation at war with the United States. ‘ 
At this point there is a serious difference of opinion. It is held 

in some quarters that, in view of the international character of the 
canal it should be held to be a neutral waterway under all circum- 
stances. The convention entered into with Turkey in regard to the 
Suez canal gives assurance of the free passage through it of all 
vessels at all times, even of the war vessels of a power engaged in 
hostilities against Turkey herself. - This, however, was a-concession 
forced from rather than voluntarily granted by the Ottoman govern- 
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ment. Moreover, our relationship with the Panama canal 1s very 
different and much more intimate than that of Turkey with the 
Suez canal. The former was constructed by foreign capital. The 
Turkish government in reality exercises no control over it. Its use 
by a nation at war with Turkey would not be as detrimental to the 
latter power as the use of the Panama canal by a hostile power 
would be to us. The Panama canal is an American enterprise 
purely, the canal itself is a connecting waterway between two sides 


of the country; it would be much better for us that the canal never 


had existence than that we should permit it to be used by a nation 
engaged in making war upon us. 

But, aside from the possibilities and probabilities of war in 
which we might become involved, we shall have in the completed 
Panama canal a plant that will have cost us nearly $400,000,000 ; it 
will be to us a great national highway; our ships will pass through it 
in great number, our merchandise in great volume; it will be our duty 
to defend it as our own. ‘We shall be subserving the interests of 
peace far better by asserting our absolute jurisdiction over this 
waterway than by leaving it undefended and unprotected and as a 
standing invitation to other nations to make use of it in such a 
manner as to provoke international trouble. No nation ever 
advanced the interest of peace by failing to make full use of its 
opportunities for maintaining peace. As a sentinel at this passage- 
way between the Atlantic and the Pacific Uncle Sam can become ‘a 
ereat peace preserver by being strong.

It 
has become pertectly clear that, though it 
would be discourteous to doubt the word of 
the cabinet or of Mr. Redmond to the effect 
that there 1s no bargain between them, a 
pertectly clear understanding exists, whether 
it has been reduced to paper or not. That 
understanding amounts to this, that the Irish. party will support the 
financial policy of the government, which they believe to be detri- 
mental to Ireland, because in so doing they are of opinion that they 
will serve the cause they have at heart more effectually by. seeing 
the veto resolutions carried into law. If the budget were defeated, 
the cabinet would fall with it, and if the government failed to obtain 
a majority at the election which would ensue, all chance of passing 
a home rule bill would disappear, owing to the fact that the House of 
Lords would remain with unlimited powers of veto. 

This is a perfectly comprehensible policy, but, in the opinion of 
Mr. O'Brien and Mr. Healy, it is saddling Ireland with heavy finan- 
cial liabilities for a very shadowy home rule possibility. This was 
the substance of the very remarkable speech recently delivered in the 
House of Commons by Mr. Healy. With a more than usual display 
of his brillant power of reasoning and of invective, he strove to point 
out that Mr. Redmond had not only been completely outplayed by 
Mr. Asquith, but that even if Mr. Redmond’s bird in the bush should 
be converted into a bird in the hand, Ireland would find itself weighed 
down under a burden of taxation which would crush the Irish farmer 
and would reduce the members of a home rule Parliament to a set 
ot puppets. 

Mr. Healy's speech has been taken, in some quarters, to imply 
a repudiation of home rule. . That would be a very wrong explana- 
tion to attach to it. What Mr. Healy undoubtedly meant was that 
a generous measure of local self-government, combined with the 
restoration of the land clauses obliterated by’ the present budget, 
would add very much more to the prosperity and happiness of 
Ireland than the load of taxation which would be cast on the Irish 
farmers by the repudiation of the land clauses, and the setting up 
of a Parliament in Ireland. Driven to choose between two such 
alternatives, Mr. Healy has chosen what he considers “the oyster.” 
Mr. Redmond, in his expressive phrase, has been satisfied with “the 
shell.” , 

The scene of the struggle will now shift from VY stminster to 
[reland. Mr. O’Brien and Mr. Healy will no dout -egin their 
threatened education of the Irish people forthwith. They and their 
supporters voted with the Unionist party against the budget in the 
recent division, with the result that the government was only able to 
secure a majority of 93, when the official Nationalist vote amounts 
to 71. Whether they will be able to persuade the Irish electors that 
Mr. Asquith and Mr. Lloyd-George represent the walrus and the 
carpenter, while the Irish farmers represent the oysters, remains to 
be seen. ©ne thing, at any rate, 1s certain, that an extraordinary 
development has taken place in Irish politics, and that what the effect 
of that development may be, not only in Ireland but in England, it is 
impossible at the moment to foresee.

And one of the most hopeful things connected with 
it is that it has in a large degree gotten away trom the professional 
tariff makers on both sides of. the border, and into the hands of the 
people. Education on tariff matters has been proceeding very 
rapidly in the United States and Canada of late, and one of the 
things that has been learned by the common people 1n botlr countries 
is that there is absolutely no good reason why the last remaining 
barriers in the way of free commercial intercourse between them 
should not be swept away. 

This is a very long step in the right direction. Public indifter- 
ence to these barriers in the past has held them in place. <A public 
demand for their removal, even though opposed by the protessional 
tarifi makers on both sides of the line, will have to be heeded.

ONLY a stone’s throw from the Forest Hills 
terminal of the Boston Elevated railway one 
may enter the arboretum and behold the 
beauties of the annual display of lilacs.

The season 
is so early that they are nearly three weeks 
in advance of last- year. They will well 
reward a visit to this charming reservation, 
though there are numerous other attractions. 
The forsythias, amalanchiers and ornamental pears have been very 
handsome and are yet to be seen. The reddish-purpie buds of the 
Judas tree are about bursting into color, and the flowering dogwoods 
will soon present a handsome appearance. The larches beyond the 
pines near the Walter street gate have put on their delicate foliage 
and their “rosy plumelets” give a pretty effect. 

The Hemlock gorge is'a delightful place tor a walk, where one 
may hear the music of the rushing brook, see the varied tints of 
evergreens and enjoy their welcome fragrance. From the hilltop 
outlooks the fresh mantle of green which nature has been putting 
on is seen spreading out in every direction, ornamented here and 
there with pointed spires of town churches or silvery strips of water- 
courses. 

From now on the arboretum should have throngs of visitors 
from Boston and its environs, whose people are tortunate in being 
able to reach so easily a location naturally beautitul, to which have 
been added specimen growths of rare interest from other parts of 
this country and from foreign lands. The rhododendrons are full 
of swelling buds and promise a gorgeous display later on.
